Studies  of  exact  science  in 
the  laboratory  show  that  alcohol  is  a  depressant,  anesthetic  and  nar- 
cotic :  also  that  its  first  effects  on  the  sensory  centres  are  to  diminish 
their  a-ii'iness  and  prevent  their  activity.  In  this  way  they  delude 
the  vict  with  a  consciousness  of  viper  and  stren>,^th  that  is  con- 
tradict, when  tested  by  instruments."  (Dr.  T.  D.  Crothcrs.  Wal- 
nut Lodye  Hospital,  Hartford,  Conn.)

3.  Alcohol  and  Diteaie. 

"Alo.hdl  Iduirs  thi'  resistance  of  the  white  corpuscles,  which 
are  the  natural  rl.ten.lers  of  the  Ix  'v  .  .  .  It  is  well,  known  that 
persons  uho  indulge  too  frcoly  in  alcohol  show  far  less  resistance 
to  infectious  (li>eases  than  afisteniious  individuals."  (Prof.  Elie 
Metchnikoff.  successor  of  I'asteui  ) 

"  \lcnhol  acts  as  a  direct  fioison  on  the  protoplasm  of  heart- 
muscle  ju>t  in  the  same  wav  as  chloroform  and  diphtheria."  Sir 
X'ictor    Horslev,    F.    K.   .'s..  etc.) 

"Kvery  medical  man  or  woman  is  painfuliv  conscious  of  the  fact 
that  not  only  are  innumerahle  diseases  auRrava'ted.  but  many  diseases 
actually  enirendere.l,  by  the  habitual  dailv  indulj,'ence  in  alcohol, 
even  within  the  limits  of  temperance."

4.  Alcohol  and  the  Brain. 

"From  t'lc  nuMJical  and  scientific  point  of  view  we  have  this 
preat  physirlopical  fact  l>efore  us.  that  the  first  thinp  alcohol  doe., 
in  9;t  cases  out  of  KHI  is  to  affect  the  mental  working  of  the  brain  of 
the  man  who  imbibes."     (Dr.  Clouston.) 

.-Mcoholic  insanity  steaflilv  poes  up.  This  vear  no  less  than  42.3 
per  cent,  oi  all  our  men  and  18  per  cent,  of  oiir  women— much  the 
larpest  proportion  we  have  ever  had  experience  of— had  excess  of 
alcohol  assigned  as  the  cause  of  their  insanity." 

"It  is  certain  that  for  every  man  in  whom  excessive  drinking 
causes  absolute  insanity,  there  are  twentv  in  whom  it  injures  the 
bram,  blunts  the  moral  sense,  and  lessens  the  capacity  for  work  in 
lesser  degrees."    (Dr.  Clouston.    Report  of  the  Morningside  Asylum, 

5.  Alcohol  and  Self-ControL 

'Self-control  is  one  of  the  highest  functions  of  the  brain  and 
the  racial  power  which  results  to  a  people  as  a  consequence  of  the 
individual  practice  of  self-control  cannot  be  estimated  too  highly 
By  deadening  the  brain-cells,  wherein  are  registered  the  ideals  on 
which  we  depend  for  calmness  of  judgment,  alcohol  causes  serious 
lapses  of  self-control  in  many  people,  especiallv  in  young  adults 
yuite  small  doses  are  often  responsible  for  the  commission  of  reck- 
less self-pleasing  actions."  (Sir  Victor  Horsey  in  "Alcohol  and  the 
Human  Body. 

6.    Alcohol  and  Crime. 

"After  forty  years'  experience  at  the  bar  and  ten  years  as  a  judge 
I  know  as  a  fact  that  90  per  cent,  of  the  crime  of  this  country  (Great 
Britain)  depends  upon  intemperance."     (Lord  Alverstone  ) 


7.  Alcohol  and  Insurance.

8.  Alcohol  and  Doctori. 

"Thirty  years  ai;o  j)h\sicians  were  rather  promoters  of  the  use 
of  alcohol,  both  as  a  stimulant  and  as  a  remedial  apent.  Now  every- 
where on  both  sides  of  the  .\tlantic.  medical  men  are  foreiuost  oppos- 
ers  of  the  use  of  s]iiritunus  li(|uors  as  a  btveripe  or  e\  en  as  an  apent 
in  the  treatment  of  diseases."  ( I'rof.  Frederick  Peterson.  M.D.,  Co- 
lumbia  University.) 

8.    Alcohol  and  the  Navy  and  Army. 

".\s  regards  straight  shooting,  which  is  so  largely  a  f|uestion 
of  e\e,  it  is  every  one's  experience  that  abstinence  is  necessary  for 
the  highest  efficiency."     (.Xdmiral  Jellicoe.) 

"An  officer  in  the  British  Xavy.  Captain  Opilvy.  who  had  very 
large  experience  in  training  officers  in  shooting  .  .  fouiul  that 
the  shooting  efficiency  of  the  men  was  M)  per  cent,  better  before 
than  after  drinking  moderately  .  .  Admiral  Lord  Charles  Beres- 
ford,  a  total  abstainer,  lays  stress  on  the  fact  that  all  his  prize  gun- 
ners were  men  who  did  not  drink."  (Dr.  J.  H.  Crocker  in  "Shall  I 
Drink?") 

During  the  Soudan  campaign,  as  is  well  known.  Lord  Kitchener 
allowed  his  soldiers  no  spirits  whatever,  the  men  being  encouraged 
to  drink  cold  tea  when  upon  long  marches.  Lord  Roberts  has  been 
equally  firm  in  the  matter  of  encouraging  abstinence  from  alcohol." 
(Sir  Victor  Horsley.) 

"Troops  cannot  work  or  march  on  alcohol.  I  was,  as  you  know, 
with  the  relief  column- that  moved  on  to  Ladysmith.  .  .  In  that 
enormous  column  of  ;3(>.0()0.  the  first  who  dropped  out  were  not  the 
tall  men,  nor  the  sliort  men,  nor  the  big  men,  nor  the  little  men  • — 
they  were  the  drinkers,  and  they  dropped  out  as  clearly  as  if  they 
had  been  labelled  with  a  big  letter  on  their  backs."  (Sir  Frederick 
Treves.) 

10.    Alcohol  and  Athletics. 

"Alcohol  of  every  kind  was  absolutely  barred  on  the  journey." 
(Capt.  Roald  Amundsen,  Discoverer  of  the  South  Pole.) 

"Instead  of  the  muscles  maintaining  themselves  in  good  con- 
dition, they  become,  under  alcohol,  flabby  and  less  vigorous  and 
•ffective.     This  is  known  to  those  who  train  for  boat-racing  and 


other  athletic  pursuits,  and  thev  therefore  readilv  ,-ic.|uiesce  in  the 
stringent  orders  to  avoid  alcoholic  drinks  for  the  time  being  their 
desire  to  keep  in  good  muscular  condition  causing  them  to  abstain 
It  IS  worthy  of  note  that  those  who  avoid  alcohol  all  the  year  round 
are  permanently  in  a  better  muscular  state,  and  do  not're^uire  to 
go  into  such  strict  'training'  for  the  races  as  those  men  wh..  in  the 
intervals  take  some  alcohol.  .  .  To  sum  up,  it  is  now  beyond 
question  that  alcohol,  even  in  so-called  dietetic  (i.e.,  moderate)  (I'uan- 
tities  diminishes  the  output  of  muscular  work  both  in  quantity  and 
quality,  and  that  the  best  physical  results  are  obtained  under' total 
abstinence  from  its  use."     (.'^ir  \"ictor  Horsley,  F.RS..  etc.)

13.     Alcohol  and  Legislation. 

"More  common  than  an>  other  fallacy  in  this  connection  is  the 
erroneous  bdiet  that  it  is  impossible  to  make  men  moral  bv  legisla- 
tion. But  what  else  is  the  object  of  legislation  in  general '  ■.  .' 
Evidently  the  state  cannot  in  any  mechan=-al  way  transform  sinners 
into  saints.  But  what  is  true  of  education  health,  and  business  is 
also  true  ot  temperance.  .<choo!  laws  help  to  make  the  people  wise 
by  providing  means  of  instruction.  .Sanitary  laws  promote  the  pub- 
lic health.  W  ,se  trade  laws  help  to  make  the  market  places  honour- 
able. In  many  ways  good  laws  tend  to  make  the  people  good  So 
too.  ettectne  temperance  legislation  helps  mightily  to  make  men 
sober.       (Dr.  J.  H.  Crooker.j 

More  than  seventy  per  cent,  of  the  United  States  Territory,  and 
more  than  fifty  per  cent.  <.f  the  I'nited  States  population,  are  under 
prohibition  at  the  present  time,  and  the  change  is  going  on  at  a  rapid 
rate,  .^even  ot  the  Provinces  of  Canada  have  passed  Prohibition 
Laws. 


14.  Alcohol  and  the  War. 

"We  are  fightinp:  Germany,  Aui^tria  aibl  drink,  and  so  far  as  I 
can  see,  the  greatest  of  these  three  deadly  foes  is  drink."  (Rt.  Hon. 
David  Lloyd  George.) 

15.  Alcohol  atid  Russia. 

"The  sale  of  all  intoxicating  drinks  has  been  forbidden  in  the 
government  of  Tkaterinoslav,  and  this  measure  soon  showed  its 
beneficent  effects  upon  the  poi)uiation  of  the  government,  which 
comprises  an  enormous  industrial  district,  populated  by  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  workingmen.  Therefore  the  effects  of  the  prohibi- 
tion of  the  sale  of  liquors  became  noticeable  here  much  sooner  and 
clearer  than  elsewhere.  These  effects  were  especially  noticeable  in 
affecting  two  sides  of  the  people's  life.  viz. :  the  amount  of  v  ime 
decreased,  and  the  general  prosperity  increased. 

"According  to  statistical  data,  the  percentage  of  crime  has  de- 
creased to  a  mininnuii.  and  the  greater  part  of  crime  in  the  past  was 
directly  attributa])le  lu  the  influence  of  iuto.xicating  drin  .s.  At  pres- 
ent the  leisure  time  of  the  workingmen  ami  of  other  classes  of  work- 
ing poj)ulation.  which  before,  in  \  lew  oi  many  social  and  psychologi- 
cal conditions,  wa^  spent  in  drunkenness  and  debauchery,  is  now 
spent  rationall\ .  the  means  for  thus  >]n.nding  the  leisure  time  being 
in  a  large  degree  provided  by  the  aijministr.iiion. 

"The  tremendous  growth  of  sa\  ing^.  reported  by  the  many  sav- 
ings institutions,  which  cover  the  government  as  with  a  net,  bears 
witness  to  the  fact  that  the  general  prosperity  has  been  increased 
enormously.  This  makes  it  possible  for  the  people  to  improve  and 
increase  their  domestic  economy."     (lioverr    r  Zhelobov.)
